To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 

Linslade  Urban  District  Council 

Mr* Chairman, Ladies  ai id  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  19 62. 

You  will  be  aware  that  owing  to  the  reorganisation  of  the 
County  Districts  I  became  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the 
6th  January  and  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
Doctor  D.H. Waldron  for  his  help  and  guidance  during  this,  my  first 
year  in  office. 

Like  most  Urban  areas  in  the  South-East  of  England, Linslade 
has  had  an  increase  in  population  mainly  due  to  migration  from 
other  parts  of  the  Country  and  Overseas.  Where  an  increase 
in  xjopulation  is  a  natural  one  (that  is  to  say  due  to  increase 
of  births  over  deaths)  few  problems  arise  in  the  provision  of 
housing  and  in  the  social  sphere.  However,  a  close  watch  has 
been  kept  on  the  housing  situation  and  the  immigrants  seem  to 
have  settled  down  in  the  Community  after  overcoming  their  initial 
problems. 

The  birth  rate  shows  a  slight  decline  on  the  previous  year 
possibly  due  to  a  number  of  unmarried  immigrants,  but  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  no  illegitimate  births  were  registered. 

The  death  rate  rose  slightly  above  that  for  the  County  but  it  is 
still  below  the  national  level.  The  principal  causes  of 

death  remain  heart  and  vascular  diseases  and  cancer.  Although 
some  time  may  elapse  before  these  diseases  can  be  prevented 
certain  predisposing  factors  are  known  such  as  overeating,  lack 
of  exercise  and  worry  to  the  state  of  coronary  disease  of  the 
heart  and  cigarette  smoking  and  possibly  atmospheric  pollution 
in  the  case  of  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchitis. 
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No  infant  deaths  under  one  year  were  recorded  for 
the  second  year  in  succession  which  speaks  highly  for  the 
ante-natal  and  obstetric  services  in  the  area. 

Apart  from  96  cases  of  measles  there  we re  no  other 
epidemics.  Two  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  and 

examination  of  family  and  other  contacts  did  not  reveal 
any  spread  of  infection. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Health 
Committee  for  their  interest  and  support  throughout  the 
year.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 

Specimens  for  pathological  investigation  were 
sent,  as  in  previous  years  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Services  at  Luton*  This  arrangement  continues  to  work 

satisfactorily* 

AMBULANCE  SERVICES 

For  general  ca .ses,  accidents  and  infectious 
diseases,  two  motor  ambulances  and  one  car  for  sitting 
cases  were  maintained  in  the  district* 


MIDWIFERY  AND  HOMS  NURSING 


These  services  were  carried  out  by  the  District 
Nurse  in  her  usual  efficient  manner* 

CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRE 

A  centre  at  the  Forster  Institute  has  held  regular 
sessions  on  the  second  and  fourth  Friday  of  each  month. 

A  Medical  Officer  attends  once  a  month,  and  the  District 
Nurse  and  Health  Visitor  each  session.  A  total ‘of 

1,258  attendances  were  made.

(C)  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


WATER  SUPPLY 


A  regular  check  was  kept  on  the  quality  of  the  water 
being  distributed  and  precautionary  ch.lorina.ti  on  continued. 

Of  131  samples  taken  and  submitred  for  bacteriological 
examanatioiiv  only  4  returned  unsatisfactory  results. 

Follow-up  samples  proved  to  be  satisfactory* 

Results  of  chemical  analysis  show  no  appreciable  change 
from  previous  years  and  subject  to  the  removal  of  iron  and 
an  increase  in  the  pH  value  the  results  are  indicative  of  a 
pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  public  supply  purposes 
as  judged  from  the  aspect' of  chemical  analysis. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


Routine  house  and  trade  refuse  collection  was  carried 

out. 

The  usual  labour  problems  arose  but  the  year  was 
completed  without  any  major  breakdown  of  plant  and  equipment. 

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS 

Periodic  inspection  of  the  canal,  river  and  streams 
within  the  Urban  District  revealed  one  or  two  cases  of 
pollution  and  appropiate  action  was  taken. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are,  unfortunately  no  swimming  facilities  for  the 
public  within  the  Urban  District. 
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PUBLIC  MORTUARY 

The  mortuary,  which  is  the  joint  responsibility 
of  this  Authority  and  the  Wing  Rural  District  Council, 
was  not  used  during  the  year.

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MILK  AND  DAIRIES 


The  dairies  within  the  Urban  District  were  maintained 
in  a  satisfactory  manner. 

6  samples  v/ere  taken  from  retailers  distributing  milk 
in  the  district.  All  x%'ere  satisfactory. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSE 

The  Ship  Road  slaughterhouse  was  relicensed  and  used 
throughout  the  year. 


During  the  course  of  the  year  there  was  no  case  of 
Cysticercus  Bovis  nor  was  there  any  incidence  of  tuberculosis. 

Meat  and  offal  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption 
amounted  to  917  lbs. 

The  incidence  of  disease  on  the  whole  was  comparatively 
low  indicating  that  good  prime  quality  meat  was  being  passed 
through  this  one  small  private  slaughterhouse. 

The  premises  are  not  licensed  for  the  slaughter  of  horses 
and  there  seems  to  be  little  demand  in  any  case  for  horseflesh 
in  this  area. 

During  the  course  of  the  year  improvements  continued  to 
be  made  in  respect  of  hygienic  practices  and  to  the  construe uj_onal 
condition  of  the  buildings.
